Testing for the A. R. is not a difficult proposition; in fact it is made easy for the begin- 
ner. He may test in any division he may wish or in all of them. The seven-day test is 
a short-time official test of not less than seven days. The long-time ten-months and 
yearly tests are tests not exceeding 305 days and 365 days respectively, and having an 
official test period during each month. The former has a calving requirement; the 
latter has none. In Classifications A an B the monthly official test is for not less than 


two days.

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Great Show Animals and Their Influence 
on the Breed 


A Canadian Discussion of an Interesting Subject 
By Prof. J. C. STECKLEY, (In Ontario Farmer) 


Editor’s Note: The following article is of special interest 
to Holstein breeders in the United States as well as Canada. 
even though the discussion is limited to Canadian winnings. 
The most influential sire selected is Sarcastic Lad, an Ameri- 
ean bull, while the Posch family, as represented by Pauline 
Colantha Posch, is also well known and popular among breeders 
on this side. 


outstanding characteristics of a dairy animal and, in 

order to improve a given breed, the cow or bull must 
be able to hand these three points down through succeed- 
ing generations. Not all Holsteins possess these three 
points. There have been some animals that have in- 
fluenced the breed for milk production at the sacrifice of 
type. There have been some animals that have been able 
to impress their type without being able to increase pro- 
duction. Then a number of good producing, good type 
individuals have not been able to influence the breed 
due to their lack of fecundity. In making the selection 
of individuals for this article care has been taken to pick 
a bull and a cow that combined type, production and re- 
producing ability. A bull has the greatest opportunity of 
influencing a breed as he has several progeny each year. 
The most outstanding bulls of a breed may become na-

tion wide in their influence and in the Holstein breed even 
international. The bull selected for the purpose of this 
article is one which might be characterized as one with 
international reputation having a great number of out- 
standing progeny in the United States as well as in Can- 
ada. A cow’s influence, on the other hand, is not so great 
or widespread so it was necessary to pick a Canadian 
cow. The cow selected is one that was bred in Ontario 
and one that, for several years, was shown in Ontario 
show-rings. Other outstanding animals might have been 
selected, but Sarcastic Lad and Pauline Colantha Posch 
stand among the best and their influence is better known 
to the writer. Were it not for the title, “Great show ani- 
mals and their influence on the breed,” other selections 
might have been made as a goodly number of our great 
producing cows and great breeding bulls never get to the 
show-ring. It is also necessary to go back a few years 
to find animals that have had time to show the influence 
of their blood on a breed. 

In selecting Sarcastic Lad 23971 A as the bull to dis- 
cuss, the writer feels that the only trouble will be to 
get space to relate his achievements and influence on the 
Holsteins of this continent, and as this is impossible only

Among his famous 
Canadian descendants are the Jemima Family and the off- 
spring of a number of famous sons of Colantha Johanna Lad, 
who was by Sarcastic Lad. His descendants have been con- 


sistent winners in Canadian rings for the past fifteen years. 
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a few of his progeny can be mentioned and only a small 
part of his influence told. Sarcastic Lad was born October 
18, 1897, at Michigan Agricultural College, East Lansing, 
where he was bred. His sire, Maurice Bonheur, combines 
on his sire’s side a number of the outstanding animals of 
the Smiths and Powell importations and on his dam’s side 
several noted individuals of the Gerrit S. Miller importa- 
tions. The dam of Sarcastic Lad, Belle Sarcastic, held 
the world’s record yearly test for butter for ten years with 
902.1 lbs. of butter from 23,189.6 lbs. of milk. Sarcastic 
Lad was a bull of great size weighing over 2,500 Ibs. in 
breeding condition and of excellent type and Holstein 
character. He was Grand Champion Holstein Bull at the 
St. Louis World’s Fair, 1904. 

Sarcastic Lad was one of the great sires of transmit- 
ting sons, having a list of 42 proven breeders. Only three 
of these will be mentioned, Colantha Johanna Lad. the 
great “century sire’ with 134 short time test daughters 
and 23 with yearly records, besides 106 proven sons; Jo- 
hanna Rue 4th’s Lad, one of the outstanding bulls in 
Canada with excellent type having 32 qualified daughters 
and 22 proven sons; Johanna Aaggie’s Sarcastic Lad with 
25 qualified daughters and 28 proven sons. Included in 
this list are the two great “century sires,” Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Johanna Lad with 105 qualified daughters and 77 
proven sons, and Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad 
with 107 qualified daughters and 61 proven sons. More 
sons could be mentioned and deserve to be mentioned, 
but these three will convey something of this bull’s in- 
fluence on the breed in respect to numbers of qualified 
daughters and proven sons. 

The daughters of Sarcastic Lad are also worthy of note. 
He has 35 qualified daughters, 28 of which are proven 
breeders. He has 13 daughters with yearly records and 7 
granddaughters with over 1,000 lbs. of butter in a year. 
Many of his daughters could be mentioned as examples 
of production, type and breeding ability, but only two 
will be discussed, Johanna De Pauline with 582.9 lbs. of 
milk and 25.47 lbs. of butter in 7 days. She is also the 
dam of the bull, Sir Johanna Fayne, with over 80 qua!- 
ified daughters, 64 with yearly records, and 23 proven 
sons. The other daughter, Johanna Bonheur, with 20,470 
lbs. of milk and 890 lbs. of butter in a year, being the 
grandam of Johanna Bonheur Champion 2nd, the great 
show bull who was grand champion at the 1918 National 
Dairy Show. 

In looking over the pedigrees of the Holstein cows who 
have given 1,000 lbs. of butter fat or more in a year, we 
find that Sarcastic Lad appears by going back six genera- 
tions in the pedigrees of 32 of these great producing cows, 
a record not equalled by any other bull. In this regard 
mention should be made of the great Canadian family 
of Jemimas, a family with production, type and fecundity, 
the founder of which, Jemima Johanna of Riverside, is a 
granddaughter of Johanna Rue 4th’s Lad, the great son 
of Sarcastic Lad, who spent most of his life in Canada. 
The influence of this family alone has had a wonderful 
influence on the breed. Besides this great Canadian fam- 
ily with its world’s record combinations so well known to 
Canadian breeders, mention might be made of Susie Ab-

adian show-ring. In this regard only his two sons, Coiap. 
tha Johanna Lad and Johanna Rue 4th’s Lad appear to any 
account.

Besides this, it is worthy of note that Lakeview Dutch- 
land Hengerveld 2nd, the Senior Champion bull of 1916 
and 1917, and Colantha Fayne, Junior Champion female 
of 1911, were both closely line-bred Sarcastic Lad animals 
from the son, Colantha Johanna Lad on the sire’s side 
and Johanna Rue 4th’s Lad on the dam’s side. The effect 
of this close breeding with such good results speaks in 
itself for the strain. 

Pauline Colantha Posch, 8784, bred by J. H. Patten, 
Paris, Ontario, was born on May 10, 1907, and was first 
mentioned in the show-ring as the first prize two-year- 
old at the C: N. E. in 1909. She won her class again in 
the mature class in 1918 and second again at the C. N. E. 
and London in 1919, being second to the female grand 
champion as a twelve-year-old cow. This entitles her to 
considerable recognition as a cow of excellent type, as a

ECRETARY HOUGHTON, under authority of the Yates 
S resolution adopted unanimously at the Des Moines 

convention of last June, has sent out to every one 
doing busines with the Association a picture of the True 
Type Holstein-Friesian bull with a score card and scale 
of points, and a request that the breeder consider him- 
self as a judge so far as his own bull or bulls are con- 
cerned, and score them, discarding any which do not score 
seventy-five points*or over. The letter also requests the 
breeder not to sell for breeding purposes any bull that 
will not score seventy-five points. 

Secretary Houghton calls attention in his letter to the 
high commendation which the True Type work of the 
Association has received, not only from animal husbandry 
authorities, but also from Holstein breeders all over the 
word. He urges breeders to make it their individual re- 
sponsibility to do all that they can in support of this 
effort to improve the type of our breed. 

We comnmiend this idea and feel that if it is carried out 
conscientiously it will be the means of eliminating a large 
number of inferior bulls now in service. The breeder, 
however, who is sincerely interested in the improvement 
of the type and production of his herd will not be content 
to stop at this point. He will apply the same test so far 
as he can to the conformation of the dam of his herd 
sire. Likewise, he will insist upon satisfactory evidence 
of production in the pedigree of this herd sire because 
not every bull of show type has proven to be a success 
as a sire. : 

Dr. Graves. who is in charge of the breeding experi- 
ments at the Experimental Farm of the Bureau of Dairy- 
ing at Beltsville, Maryland, argues that the man doesn’t 
live who can tell by outward appearance what kind of pro- 
duction a bull is going to sire. In proof of this state- 
ment, he presents pictures of the recognized great sires 
of production of the different breeds and demonstrates 
by these pictures a great dissimilarity of type among the 
animals within each breed, and in not a few cases rather 
serious type deficiencies in these sires. His conclusion 
is that the only accurate way to judge a bull is through 
the work of his daughters compared with the production 
of the dams of those daughters. 

The difficulty in the practical application of this 
program is that there are not proven sires enough to go 
around and someone has to use young bulls before they 
are proven or they never would be proven. 

A breeder who is using a sire of deficient type but that 
is getting daughters of the sort he wants from the stand- 
point of both type and production is probably justified 
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in continuing the use of such a bull, especially so ig he 
is satisfied from the inheritance of this sire that the 
undesirable type characteristics will not crop out in later 
generations. But for the breeder who is using an untrieg 
sire, believe the chances are much better of getting what 
he wants from the use of a bull of good type than from 
one of equal breeding that is deficient in respect to cop. 
formation. 

We concur in the effort which the Association is max. 
ing to improve the type of the bulls retained for Service, 
One of the greatest points of merit in the whole proposi- 
tion as we see it is the fact that it attempts to get the 
breeders themselves to studying and thinking about this 


’ problem as it is applied to their own herds. 


We would not for a moment have breeders Overlook 
the importance of production because production is funda. 
mental in the practical development of the breed or indi- 
vidual herds. Without production, we would have noth. 
ing left. Type, however, is more than a fad. It, too, is 
fundamental to successful breeding quite aside from the 
fact that it is an essential in marketing animals. 

The True Type of the Holstein-Friesian breed was not 
adopted simply because that sort of a cow appealed to the 
artistic sense of the Type Committee. There was a prac- 
tical reason for every feature embodied in the model. 

This point was well illustrated by one of our well 
known breeders who was reminiscing in our office recent- 
ly. He said, 


“My old herd sire gave me as good producing 
two-year-olds as any man’s bull ever sired. They 
proved this by their records. They did almost as 
well proportionately as three-year-olds, but by the 
time they had finished their second lactation most 
of them were through. Their udders began to 
look like a bag of feed with the draw string tight- 
ened at the top. From a practical dairy standpoint 
it is not profitable to keep that kind.” 


The True Type Holstein-Friesian Cow is more than a 
show ring pattern, she is more than merely a great 
producer. She is built to last for a long and useful 
lifetime. 

Recognizing the fact that as many or more of our 
herds will be headed by young unproven bulls as by sires 
of proven worth, we believe the chances for consistent 
breed improvement will be much better in those herds 
which are careful to use only bulls of strong individual 
merit, sired by bulls of proven worth and out of dams of 
the sort both in production and general conformation, 
particularly of udder, that they would like to reproduce 
in their own herds. We urge every reader of the World 
to apply this test to his own herd sire. The form sent 
out by Secretary Houghton, referred to above, will be 
found most helpful in getting your facts down in a defin- 
ite form.

Clark beg and plead “Mistah Jones won’t you heah me, 
won't you please give me five dollahs more on this beau- 
tiful heifer?” An when George Gue with tears in his 
voice pleads with the reluctant bidder we feel just like 
hitting the sawdust trail and repenting of our misspent 
life.

Great Show Animals and Their Influence 
on the Breed

detailed study of show-ring Holsteins reveals the fact 
that very few cows are able to continue in the show-ring 
for so long a time. While Pauline Colantha Posch was 
never a champion at our largest show yet her long show- 
ring record and her ability to produce over 34 Ibs. of 
butter in seven days, ranks her as one of the great cows 
that combine type with production. Then, her ability as 
a breeder is shown by her two qualified daughters, Paul- 
ine Colantha Tensen with 31.95 lbs. of butter in 7 days 
and 18,728 lbs. of milk, and 885 Ibs. of butter in a year; 
and Lady Pauline Colantha with 26.84 lbs. of butter in 7 
days. Besides these, she has three proven sons, Count 
Paul C. Posch, Count Paul E. Posch and King Paul Pon- 
tiac Echo. All of these progeny have different sires which 
goes to show more definitely her ability as a breeder of 
producing animals. In the show-ring her progeny is 
equally outstanding, as her daughters, Pauline Colantha 
Tensen, Lady Pauline Colantha and Pauline Colantha Echo, 
and her sons, Count Paul C. Posch and King Paul Pontiac 
Echo, not only won prizes individually but formed several] 
winning groups at our largest shows. 


The outstanding daughter of Pauline Colantha Posch 
is Pauline Colantha Tensen, a consistent show-ring win- 
ner from 1910 to 1913 and the dam of Prince Colanthus 
Abbekerk, the great Canadian show bull, grand champion 
at the Western Fair, London, in 1925, and with a long list 
of other show-ring laurels. He is also the sire of over 40 
qualified daughters and 19 proven sons and has several 
sons and daughters with championship honors. Perhaps, 
the outstanding daughter of this great bull is Lady Rob- 
erts Colantha, the world champion three-year-old, with 
26,433 lbs. of milk and 1,468 lbs. of butter. The daughters 
of Pauline Colantha Tensen, Pauline Colantha Mercena 
and Pauline Colantha Canary, combine the same show- 
ring type, production and breeding ability of type and 
production as their dam and grandam. 

The next best daughter of Pauline Colantha Posch is 
Lady Pauline Colantha, having as good a show-ring record 
as Pauline Colantha Tensen, extending from 1913 to 1916. 
Her breeding ability is shown in at least two of her pro- 
geny, Lady Roberts Colantha 2nd with a show record and 
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the dam of Rauwerd Count De Kol Lady Pauline with 
29,017 lbs. of milk and 1,091 Ibs. of butter to her credit. 
Sir Paul Colanthus is the best son, a bull of excellent type 
and a growing list of R. O. P. daughters. 

The outstanding son of Pauline Colantha Posch is Count 
Paul C. Posch, standing first as a junior yearling in 1918 
and first as a two-year-old in 1919 at the C. N. E. His 
outstanding daughter is the great producing cow, grand 
champion at the C. N. E. in 1925. Countess Abbekerk 
Heimke. Besides this, he is the sire of Madam Pauline 
Sy:via, junior champion in 1920 at the C. N. E., and grand 
sire of the junior champion male in 1924. 

Another son, King Paul Pontiac Echo, was second 
prize junior yearling at the C. N. E. in 1919 and is the 
sire of two proven daughters and the great breeding bull, 
Sir Paul Colanthus. 

The influence of Pauline Colantha Posch on the Hol- 
stein breed in Canada can be summed up in mentioning 
a few of the outstanding progeny. In production, the men- 
tion of the names of the two champion producers, Lady 
Roberts Colantha and Countess Abbekerk Heimke will 
suffice. In type, the following list of champions. at the 
C. N. E., all tracing back in not over four generations from 
old Pauline:

These characters may be found in the cow as well as in 
the bull. The bull, Sarcastic Lad, has 42 sons that haye 
sired qualified daughters, and 35 qualified daughters, at 
least 544 proven grandsons and 718 qualified sranddaugh- 
ters, with 16 championships at the C. N. E. alone, which 
is only one little corner where his influence in the show. 
ring has been manifested. Pauline Colantha Posch hag 
2 qualified daughters and 3 proven sons, 18 qualified grand- 
daughters and 6 proven grandsons, with one granddaugh- 
ter above 30,000 lbs. of milk in one year and a great 
granddaughter with a world’s record, whi:e her desceng. 
ants have won 12 championships at the C. N. E. So the 
show-ring, the Record of Merit, and the Record of Per. 
formance have been influenced by these two outstanding 
individuals. Only the most imaginative mind could esti. 
mate the improvement in type and in production that the 
blood from these two strains has accomplished on the 
breed, as only a comparatively few cattle ever got to the 
shows and only a few cows were ever entered in the tests, 


Since the above was written the family of Pauline Colan- 
tha Posch has made further history in both Canadian and 
American rings. Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk, a daughter of 
Prince Colanthus Abbekerk, he being from the best daughter 
of Pauline Colantha Posch, has completed a yearly record of 
1,326 lbs. butter, and has been the outstanding winner in Can- 
adian rings this past season. Her own inbred son, Count Paul 
E. Posch (American name, Count Paul Echo Posch), sired 
by that other great son, Count Paul C. Posch (American name, 
Count Paul Posch), was grand champion at New York and 
Maryland State Fairs and sired the grand champion at Mich- 
igan State Fair.

tance of adequate appropriations for tu- 
berculosis eradication. It is particularly 
important at this time that the United 
States Government cooperate fully with 
the states in the great dairy areas which 
themselves are making appropriations for 
this purpose far boyond those thought 
necessary a few years ago. The United 
States Government, we feel, should match 
on a pre-arranged basis, the appropriat- 
tions of these states. We would recom- 
mend to the Board of Directors the ap- 
pointment of a committee to have special 
care of this matter. 
RESOLUTION No. 3 

This Federation views with favor the 
efforts of dairy interests throughout the 
country to protect the industry from 
frauds and promote the public health 
through adequate legislation for regula- 
tion of various dairy products substitutes. 
It would urge member associations to be 
vigilant in safeguarding satisfactory meas- 
ures now in force from the assaults of 
those who would seek to nullify them 
through amendment or repeal. We would 
pledge the support of this federation, as 
far as possible, to assist member associa- 
tions who now are or in the future may 
be engaged in state-wide contests in re- 
spect to this question. 


RESOLUTION No. 4 

The Lenroot-Taber Bill, designed to fix 
minimum sanitary standards for the im- 
portation of milk and cream, having 
passed the United States House of Rep- 
resentatives by an overwhelming major- 
ity, and being now before the Senate 
for final vote, we would urge that the 
matter be acted upon promptly by that 
body. We would also urge our member 
associations to communicate at once with 
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their senators, signifying their approval 
of this measure and that local representa- 
tives of member associations be urged to 
take like action. 


RESOLUTION No. 5 


We favor the buying and selling of all 
dairy products on the basis of quality 
poth to provide thé producer with an in- 
centive to produce better quality prod- 
ucts, and also for the protection and 
guidance of the consumer. We appreciate 
the activities of member associations 
along these lines as shown by reports 
made at this meeting. In this connection 
we would commend the work of the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
in providing inspection with certifications 
for dairy products. We would deplore 
the efforts of those who seek to inter- 
fere with or break down this service. 

Therefore, this Federation endorses the 
use of this service including the use of 
certificates of quality in retail packages 
by its members, and recommends that the 
association give its support to this work 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture to the end that the standards, 
grades and inspection service of the De- 
partment on butter and cheese may be 
universally adopted as the official inspec- 
tion service of the dairy industry. 


RESOLUTION No. 6 


We would urge a prompt report from 
the Tariff Commission with reference to 
adjustments in the tariff rates on milk 
and cream. 


RESOLUTION No. 7 


It is apparent from our reports that 
many of our organizations are stimulating 
the use of proper amounts of dairy prod- 
ucts through cooperation in Dairy Coun- 
cil work. We would encourage the Na- 
tional Dairy Council and regional dairy 
councils in the work which they are 
doing. 


RESOLUTION No. 8 

This Federation sympathizes with those 
branches of agriculture which have felt 
and are now feeling most keenly the re- 
sults of the great agriculture depression, 
realizing that the dairy industry has had 
relatively favorable position throughout 
this period. We would hope that all 
branches of the Government will be sym- 
pathetic toward the problem of immed- 
iate agricultural relief. 


RESOLUTION No. 9 


We would urge increased tariffs on cer- 
tain of the dairy products, notably cheese, 
casein, milk, cream and buttermilk powd- 
ers and semi-solid buttermilk. We would 
deplore the continued importation of for- 
eign fats both from foreign countries and 
also from the Phillippines. This prac- 
tice is a growing menace to the welfare, 
not only of our dairy farmers, but also of 
the growers of all other fat-producing 
commodities, such as cotton-seed, flax- 
seed, peanuts, corn and hogs. We ask 
for increased schedules and transferring 
from the free to protected list of all fat 
commodities involved in competition by 
reason of their interchangeability. 


RESOLUTION No. 10 

In view of the extreme importance of 
maintaining the present high standards 
of quality for our American dairy prod- 
ucts and of the necessity for preventing 
their adulteration, we deplore the present 
tendency on the part of some manufac- 
turers of so-called ‘‘Process cheese” to 
use cheese of such inferior quality and 
to incorporate so much matter foreign to 
cheese in the manufacture of their prod- 
uct: 


We appeal to the Federal and State De- 
partments which are charged with the 
enforcement of our Pure Food laws to 
take cognizance of this situation and to 
enforce present laws and to make and 
enforce proper regulations within their 
power with respect thereto. 


RESOLUTION No. 11 


This Federation views with great sat- 
isfaction the development and wide-spread 
influence of the Institute of Cooperation. 
We feel that our member organizations 
and other cooperations have already re- 
ceived untold advantages from its ses- 
sions. The educational institutions of the 
country now have an authorative body 
of material for the teaching of coopera- 
tion. To this institution, which has 
grown out of the visions of one of our 
honored leaders, we pledge our continued 
support. 
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RESOLUTION No. 12 


This Federation would express our 
heartfelt appreciation of the leadership 
of our honored President, J. D. Miller, 
and the generosity of the Dairymen’s 
League Cooperative Association in freely 
assuming responsibility for his remuner- 
ation and expense. 


Other Important Actions 


In addition to adopting the report of 
the Resolutions Committee, the meet- 
ing ordered a national investigation of 
the extent to which chain stores are 
tending to dominate the urban market- 
ing of milk. It also ordered a further 
investigation to be made of the con- 
centration of large retail distributing 
organizations into national merges and 
an inquiry to be made into press re- 
ports that the Federal Trade Com- 
mission had regently rescinded its 
approval of certain creamery trade 
practices which had been approved by 
the Commission since November 3, 
1919. 


The Directors further instructed the 
national officers to keep close tab on 
the transportation situation with a 
view to protecting the member organi- 
zations from unwarranted increases in 
freight rates on dairy products.

Great Dutchland Matron To Japan 


E. D. Upton, manager of Dutchland 
Farms, Brockton, Mass., report the 
sale of their great cow, Dutchland 
Pietertje Creamelle, to the Japanese 
Government for $5,000. This great 
cow had @ record of 1,435.67 Ibs. but- 
ter, 27,820.4 lbs. milk, being a con- 
sistent four-per cent tester, her butter 
record ranking twelfth highest in 
North America and eighth highest in 
the United States. She is a daughter 
of Dutchland Pietertje Sir Aaggie, who 
was by Dutchland Sir Pietertje Heng- 
erveld, and from a dam representing 
four direct generations from Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline. The dam of 
Dutchland Pietertje Creamelle was 
Dutchland Creamelle, a daughter of 
Pontiac Butter Boy and the former 
world’s champion, Creamelle Vale, her 
dam in turn being another great milk 
champion and foundation dam, De Kol 
Creamelle. She is due to calve again 
as a ten-year-old in December and car- 
ries the type and breeding along with 
her production that should make her 
one of the outstanding foundation cows 
of the breed in Japan. Mr. Upton 
also reports Dutchland Colantha Den- 
ver is again in calf although about 
seventeen years old. - 





Tilly Alcartra Beaten 


‘Tilly Alcartra, for some years 
World’s Champion over all breeds for 
eight lactation periods, has now been 
beaten by Traverse Colantha Walker, 
bred and owned at Traverse City 
State Hospital, Michigan, whose 
eighth long-time record is now in 
progress. In her first seven lacta- 
tions, Traverse Colantha Walker 
made seven records, four of them for 
only 305 days and three of them in 
heifer form that total 7,453.61 lbs. but- 
ter, breaking the World’s Record over 
all breeds for seven years’ work of 
7,259.8 lbs. made by Tilly Alcartra. 
Freshening again at ten years old, Tra- 
verse Colantha Walker started off 
with another 31-lb. record and we are 
now advised that she has _ passed 
Tilly’s mark of 7,816 lbs. butter for 
eight lactations, with many more 


months still to run. It is possible 
that she may even exceed in her 
eight years’ work the nine-year pro- 
duction of the Jersey, Sophie 19th of 
Hood Farm, of 8,302.5 lbs. butter. 

Traverse Colantha Walker also 
ranks as the leading life-time produc- 
er of all breeds now living, her record 
of 5,962.89 lbs. fat in seven lactations 
exceeding that of the leading living 
Jersey, Sophie’s Emily, owned by 
Randleigh Farm, Lockport, N. Y., by 
over 500 Ibs. fat. As soon as her pres- 
ent record is completed and her final 
figures available, we hope to publish 
a complete story of her work to date. 
It is noteworthy that her first and 
eighth freshenings were only about 
7 years, 5 months apart, she qualify- 
ing for a 305-day record in each of 
her first seven lactations. This is a 
record of regular breeding and great 
production that is approached by no 
other cow of any breed. 





King Sweet Daughters Going Strong 


King Sweet was the twelfth ranking 
sire on the Honor List last year and 
the youngest sire among the first 
dozen on the list. The way his daugh- 
ters are performing this year he 
should maintain and perhaps better 
his high standing. His first four 
years in service were in a small herd 
and he had only a few daughters. The 
first ones of our own breeding are 
begininng to freshen now and as their 
records are completed we believe that 
King Sweet will be recognized as one 
of the very greatest sires of the breed 
today. He has not had any daughters 
freshen in mature form but his 13 
A. R. O. daughters as heifers, nine of 
which are above 20 lIbs., include a 
31.45-Ilb. four-year-old and the entir- 
13 heifers at an average age of three 
years, 2 months, average 23.16 Ibs. 
butter, However, 7-day records are 
more or less incidental with us and 
it is on yearly and ten-month records 
that we judge the ability of our cattle. 
King Sweet now has eight A. R. S. O. 
daughters which at an average age 
of two years, 11 months, average 18,- 
094.2 lbs. milk and 742.03 lbs. butter 


second oldest daughter, made as a 
two-year-old 639.2 lbs. in 305 days, as 
a three-year-old she made 845.5 Ibs. 
in 305 days, and she is just now com- 
pleting another 305-day record as a 
four-year-old of 860 lbs. These are 
the only daughters of King Sweet 
that have yet freshened with third 
calves. Naturally when so few a 
number of daughters in milk have 
been able to put their sire so high on 
the list we are quite enthusiastic in 
our hopes for the future as more of 
his daughters of our own breeding 
freshen.

pendent on you more than ever for 
both food and water. In the summer 
if you forget her she may be able to 
fill up on grass and get a drink at the 
brook. Feed regularly and where pos- 
sible keep water in front of her at all 
times. 

There should be some ventilation 
in the stall but be careful not to have 
any draughts as a calf will take cold 
the same as you will. 

Alfalfa or clover hay is best. Silage 
is fine for animals over six months. 
The grain mixture of 30 lbs. of corn 
and cob meal or hominy, 30 lbs. ground 
oats. 30 lbs. bran and 10 lbs. oil meal 
is about as good as any with good 
roughage. If you have poor hay and 
no silage add 10 lbs. more of oil meal 
to the ration—New Jersey News 
Letter. 





INDIVIDUAL RESPONSIBILITY 
KEY TO ORGANIZATION 
SUCCESS 


A strong appeal to support every 
farmer agency at their command and 
to bend every effort to stop leaks and 
inefficiences that are a serious drain 
on capital resources in the farm busi- 
ness was the feature of the address 
of G. W. Slocum, President of the 
Dairymen’s League Cooperative As- 
sociation, Inc., before the annual 
meeting of the Otsego County Farm 
Bureau held at Oneonta, New York, 
on November 19. 

The meeting which was held in the 
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First Methodist church in the city 
was attended by hundreds of dairy- 
men from all sections of the county. 
President Slocum’s address was on, 
“The Future of Cooperatives.” 

« He paid a high tribute to the Farm 
Bureau movement as the forerunner 
of all agricultural progress. Mr. 
Slocum spoke in part as follows: 

“The Farm Bureau has at its cam- 
mand a vast fund of information 
gathered up by the colleges and the 
federal and state governments. The 
farmers should give it increasingly 
solid support. It gave invaluable aid 
in the organization of the Dairymen’s 
League. 

“But like all other movements, its 
measure of service will be in propor- 
tion to the support the farmers give 
it. Nothing that is worth while is ob- 
tained without work and support. 

“T believe our foremost problem as 
farmers is to prevent economic waste 
in agriculture. We cannot do this as 
individuals. It must be done by col- 
lective action and this establishes the 
necessity for cooperative marketing 
organizations.” 

Mr. Slocum said that too much 
stress sometimes is laid on the im- 
portance of the management of co- 
operatives. “Whether cooperatives 
will live and succeed,” he said, “de- 
pends on individual support. I should 
say that the success of cooperatives 
in the last analysis would be about 
25% business management and 75% 
individual support. 

“To this end our principal effort 
must be to educate our membership. 
The League is a farmer democracy, 
and the principle of representation is 
strictly adherred to at all times. We 
may make mistakes but if the bene- 
fits exceed the mistakes, why worry.” 

Mr. Slocum laid great stress on 
some of the indirect benefits coming 
from organization, such as having 
representation in matters of legisla- 
tion, tariff, tax questions, freight 
rates, market standards and regula- 
tions. 

“As an individual,” he said, “the 
farmer had no representation any- 
where. As a member of an organiza- 
tion he has his say on all questions 
that concern his business.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Slocum declared 
himself as optimistic over the out- 
look for the future, not necessarily 
because dairymen had a well de- 
veloped machine for selling milk or 
because they were getting relatively 
higher prices for their milk, but more 
especially because such organizations 
as the League are developing thou- 
sands of farmers into sound loyal and 
thinking men and women who are 
studying their problems and whose 
actions are based on their own initia- 
tive and on their own knowledge of 
affairs.

Our good friend Floyd Johnston, ad- 
mits that the work of the county 
units has made possible the wonder. 
ful growth shown by the calf clubs 
of the state. They have made the 
path easier for the Cow Test Associa- 
tion organizer, they have stood for 
clean sale practices, and they have 
started the ball rolling that has ad- 
vanced the work of our tuberculosis 
eradication. These are just a few of 
the things that have been accom- 
plished and we are confident that 
they could not have been accom- 
plished without our county units. 
Statistics prove that only 2% of the 
people of the world are capable of 
leadership. Find the men that rep- 
resent that 2% in your association 
and when you have found them, fol- 
low their leadership. If you fall with- 
in that 2%, give your service will- 
ingly. That is the thing that means 
success, or failure, not only for our 
county unit system but for our whole 
democratic system.

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FRIESIANS LEAD VICTORIA HERD 
TEST 


The Friesians led in both the indi- 
vidual and herd averages in the Vic- 
toria, Australia, herd test for the fis- 
cal year 1925-26 recently closed. This 
test is conducted by the Department 
of Agriculture of Victoria, and covers 
a period of 273 days. One hundred 
fifty Friesians entered in the test 
made an average of 10,213 lbs. milk, 
363.66 lbs. fat, average test 3.56%. 
This is the fourteenth year of the op- 
erations of the standard herd test in 
Victoria and the Friesians average 
this year was 28 lbs. per cow higher 
than any other breed has yet averaged 
in these annual tests. The high indi- 
vidual producer was Westmere Oak- 
wood Piebe, owned by Mr. J. Platt- 
fuss. Her production was 726.22 lbs. 
fat, 24,787 lbs. milk in 273 days. A 
sister of this great cow ranked second 
in the individual test with 702.97 lbs. 
fat, 19,429 lbs. milk, both exceptional 
performances for a test of this length. 
Both were milked three times daily 
during the test. Messrs. Flack and 
Gamble won the champion herd prize 
with the extraordinary average of 
566.48 lbs. fat for the herd of twelve 
head in 273 days. This was over 25% 
higher than the second place herd, a 
Jersey herd with an average of 449.98 
lbs. Other Friesian herds ranked 
third and fifth, both being well above 
the 400-lb. fat mark in the nine 
months. For the printed report of the 
results of this test, we are indebted 
to Mr. J. S. McFadzean, who is in 
charge of the publicity work for the 
Friesian Association of Victoria. He

reports that the Friesians are making 
great advances in Australia, winning 
the coveted prize in the three-day 
dairy test at the Royal Agricultural 
Society show at Melbourne this year, 
the winner being Bainfield 40, one of 
the well known Friesian cows of that 
country. Mr. McFadzean also encloses 
samples of literature on the breed 
which they are distributing, emphasiz- 
ing not only the production of the 
Friesian breed and the desirability of 
Friesian milk, but also the value of the 
breed from a beef and veal standpoint. 
Reference is made to the New Zea- 
land pure bred Friesian buil weighing 
3,653 lbs. and who dressed out 2,394% 
lbs. dead weight.

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A Standard Score Card for Judging Milk 


Summary of an Extensive Discussion of the Subject 


By THOMAS J. OWENS, Washington 


preparation of this paper was 

concerned chiefly with the ad- 
visability of lowering the butter fat 
requirement of 4%, which is now nec- 
essary in order for an entry of mitk 
to score perfect for butterfat. It has 
been pointed out that with one excep- 
tion the milk from all breeds of dairy 
cows should easily come within this 
requirement. The majority of samp- 
les of both raw and pasteurized milk 
from all parts of the country entered 
in milk scoring contests at National 
Dairy Shows, had an average fat con- 
tent close to or above 4%. The own- 
ers of herds producing milk testing 
high in butterfat, desire to have ex- 
tra credit given their milk when it 
tests above 4%. There would, no 
doubt be an inevitable tendency, ever 
present, to adjust milk as near as 
possible to the minimum legal require- 
ment for butterfat. Many are of the 
opinion that normal milk, that is, 
milk produced by a cow, is something 
which should not be altered or tamper- 
ed with in any way. Standardizing 
or adjusting milk to a definite compo- 
sition seems to have become a neces- 
sary trade practice and dealers who 
standardize for composition usually 
also pasteurize their milk. 

Samples of milk entered 
milk scoring contests compete in 
classes. only. Raw milk is not 
in competition with pasteurized 
milk and if, besides being  pas- 
teurized, milk is also standardized 
for composition, it competes only with 
other pasteurized milk. Raw market 
milk and certified milk each compete 
in separate classes. In 1910 it was 
decided to use only one score card for 
all milk. It was argued that the 
great point to be made in the consid- 
eration of milk is its value as a food 
for infants and that all milk must be 
considered from the same point of 
perfection in the final analysis. 

It should be remembered that the 
main purpose of the card is to im- 
prove the sanitary quality of the milk 
has been apparent that inquiry is usu- 
ally made regarding points of failure 
and that in subsequent attempts im- 
provement has nearly always been 
noted. This improvement has usually 
been concerned with producing milk 
having good fiavor, being free from 
sediment and having a low bacterial 
count. Not so much attention has 
been given to composition as this fac- 
tor has, until recently, been beyond 
the competitor to improve. 

Standardization now makes that fac- 
tor possible, but when raw milk is en- 
tered for scoring it is hardly advis- 
able to attempt any adjusting of the 
milk because the sanitary condition 
will usually be lowered by the at- 
tempt. 

The questions then arise as to 
whether or not it would be advisable 
to raise the 4% butterfat requirement 
on the score card to accommodate the 
higher testing milk from certain

breeds or provide for extra credit for 
milk testing above 4% in fat; whether 
or not we should lower the 4% byt. 
terfat requirement to accommodate 
low testing milk or standardized or ad- 
justed milk, standardized to near the 
minimum legal limit for butterfat- 
whether it would be advisable to pro- 
vide for a lower butterfat require. 
ment for all milk competing in the 
“pasterized milk” class, thus giving 
all within that class an opportunity to 
compete when standardizing is prac. 
ticed; nor whether 4% is the neutral 
point of satisfaction when the question 
as a whole is considered, from just 
the butterfat standpoint. 

On July 1, 1925, Dr. C. W. Larson 
issued an order that all contests con- 
ducted after that date would be judged 
by the butterfat standard set by the 
local officials and the adjustment of 
points of award evenly for the fat 
found. This has not worked accord- 
ing to a number of producers and dis- 
tributors and as a result a number 
of producers, Distributors and Breed- 
ers’ Associations have passed resolu- 
tions for a further adjustment of the 
fat standard with the result that, the 
committees on milk standards of the 
American Dairy Science Association, 
Prot. J. H. Frandsen, Chairman, has 
agreed on a federal standard for use 
in connection with the score card for 
tests. The new standard reported by 
the committee and which has had the 
unanimous approval of the committee 
and the main body of the Bureau at 
its meeting makes the federal stand- 
ard in the various states thus in 19 
states the standard will be 3% and in 
29 states 3.25%. Dr. Larson, who has 
been guided in the past by the action 
ot the American Dairy Science Com- 
mittee, will undoubtedly accept this 
recommendation which will be fairer 
to all interests than the one which 
was suspended last year.

The Friesians also won the Bledisloe 
cup for the best exhibit of six dairy 
cows. In winning this contest Laven- 
ham Seabreeze gained the most milk- 
ing trial points in the history of the 
London Dairy Show.

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The Storrs Plan of Abortion Eradication 


G. C. WHITE, Storrs, Conn. 


HE abortion disease probably 
: costs the dairy farmer more 


than any other disease to which 
the cow is subject. Other diseases of 
a widespread character are now well 
in hand and tuberculosis is steadily 
being eradicated from the herds of 
the country. 


At present it would seem, from con- 
servative calculations, based upon 
eleven years’ records at the Storrs’ 
(Conn.) Experiment Station, that in- 
fected animals, that is, thos2 react- 
ing to the abortion test, are returning 
$44 per year per cow less than unin- 
fected ones. The years in which pre- 
mature calvings occur, the animals 


suffer much greater loss even than 
this. 

Some fundamental points which 
have been firmly established with ref- 
erence to the disease are: 

1. New born calves are not per- 
manently infected by their dams, and 
they enter a susceptible stage only 
after sexual maturity is reached and 
particularly after they have become 
pregnant. 

2. When the disease is once es- 
tablished in an individual or a herd, 
it is apt to be permanent, and al- 
though the animal may become Ca- 
pable of producing normal, living 
calves, it continues to harbor the in- 
fection and to spread the disease to

When it was found that the usuaj 
methods of control of the disease 
were ineffectual, or at most only par. 
tially successful, and after the aboye 
fundamental principles had been es. 
tablished, the conclusion was reached 
that there was just one practical] 
means of eradicating this disease. Ac. 
cordingly, in 1922 we began to take 
calves away from the herd at six 
months of age and to raise them 
apart from the regular herd. After 
a considerable number of heifers had 
been thus raised up to near the period 
of freshening, the remaining reacting 
cows were removed from the regular 
herd and the milking herd was rapid. 
ly restored by freshening two-year. 
olds. 

During the period, since March, 
1925, the herd has had an unpargl- 
leled record of calving and milk pro- 
duction. Not a single two-year-old 
has calved prematurely and there 
have been more than twenty. In 
fact, only two cows have given the 
slightest trouble at calving time, 
these two being aged cows suffering 
from other specific troubles. There 
have been about 45 calvings and there 
are 25 additional cows due to freshen 
in 1926. During March, April, May, 
June, and July of the present year, 
the abortion-free herd produced more 
milk than had ever previously been 
produced in any five consecutive 
months, notwithstanding the fact that 
there had at times been more cows in 
milk. 

The special feature of the Storrs 
plan is that it provides for raising 
heifers born in the infected herd un- 
der separate quarters so that the re- 
placement at the time of the elimi- 
nation of the infected animals can 
be made with clean, freshening and 
springing two-year-olds.

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COW TESTING ASSOCIATIONS 

Report of Committee of American 
Dairy Science Association 

Dairymen of the United States 
are constantly placing more faith in 
the value of Cow Testing Association 
records. According to the U.S. D. A. 
there are now 844 of these associ- 
ations operating in the United States, 
testing the herds of twenty thou- 
sand dairymen each month. More 
than three hundred and twenty-five 
thousand cows are regularly under 
test in those associations. 

The Cow Testing Committee of the 
American Dairy Science Association, 
meeting in Detroit, October 8th, has 
completed a set of uniform methods 
to be used in the conduct of these 
organizations. 

The uniform rules now in use in 
almost all states conducting cow test- 
ing association work have aided ma- 
terially in improving the work of 
the cow tester, Cow testers are dairy 
cow bookkeepers who are employed 
py groups of dairymen to give them 
more information about their cow 
business. It is the cow tester’s busi- 
ness to stop losses through poor cows. 
He also helps improve the rations fed 
cows and makes a careful study of 
the breeding value of dairy bulls 
used by his members. 


Great losses in time, effort, and 
money have been incurred in all 
dairy sections when no records of 
production are kept. The coming of 
the cow tester to the dairy farmer 
results in the stoppage of these losses. 
According to A. C. Baltzer, Dairy De- 
partment, Michigan State College, 
Chairman of the Committee, even 
greater profitable results are expected 
throughout the dairy sections of the 
country through the continued appli- 
cation of cow testing methods. Much 
favorable comment has originated 
from many dairy localities regard- 
ing the improved methods recom- 
mended by this Committee.
